A letter to the less fortunate of society:

There are people who die that have never even heard of the Holy Bible or Jesus Christ. 
Sadly, the world and society that we live in tries to ignore the truth, or pretend that it doesn't 
exist. 

The reason why the Holy Bible is hardly spoken of outside of churches and Bible studies is 
because prayer and Bible were taken out of schools in 1963. In fact, it was a woman who 
petitioned the Supreme Court to take prayer and Bible out of schools. The events that took 
place on 9/1 1 brought America and the world into a new age of unprecedented evil. Ever 
since then, our country has deteriorated to the point where it is today. Nowadays, school 
shootings are regular news. The Boston Marathon bombings have also occurred as a result 
of ignoring the warnings of the Bible. 

The enemy behind all of these terrible tragedies and worldly employment (jobs that are 
secular and not church related) is Satan, the Devil.

There is a Scripture in the Bible that 
reads, "If my people, which are called by my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways; then will I hear from heaven, and will heal 
their land." (2 Chronicles 7:14, KJV) However, there is a price to pay for not believing in 
God and His Son, Jesus Christ. The Bible says, "The wicked shall be turned into hell, and all 
the nations that forget God. "(Psalms 9:17, KJV)
